OW comes a plea 
that 
the 
federal government, as part 
of its recovery program, extended 
a helping hand to education. 
It is made by Dean William F, 
Russell of Teachers’ College, Co­ 
lumbia university . 
Dean Russell, 
speaking before 
the Institute on the Admimstra-’ 
tion of Public Education, advocat­ 
ed that part of the $3,000,000,000 
in the public works fund be allot­ 
ted to public schools, state uni­ 
versities and other phases of the 
program of general education. 
He 
urged that the government “m ake 
grants for this purpose at once in 
almost any form.” 
He held public education 
to be 
“of first rank and of first impor­ 
tance’’ among the public works on 
the program 
of direct 
federal 
subsidy . 
Few will disagree with the dean 
on the importance of public educa­ 
tion. 
There are other considera­ 
tions, however, to be taken into 
account in connection with his pro­ 
posal of 
direct 
federal 
aid 
to 
schools. 
Subsidization of educa­ 
tion by the 
federal 
government 
would invite dangers that might 
prove more disastrous 
than the 
conditions it sought to cure. 
The 
states have surrendered many of 
their original functions to the fed­ 
eral government but public educa­ 
tion is one to which they have 
wisely clung. 
There is no question 
but 
that 
educational costs generally were 
far too high before the depression’s 
pinch was begun to be felt. 
Like 
most institutions 
supported 
by 
public funds, the schools had been 
invaded by extravagance. 
Elim­ 
ination of some of the unessentials, 
cutting of salaries and consolida­ 
tions offered a way out. 
Read­ 
justm ents along these lines are be­ 
ing made. 
If wisely done, they 
promise to benefit rather than to 
dam age public education. 
There, of course, is the possibil­ 
ity that there might develop an 
emergency of such 
force 
as to 
m ake necessary the extending of 
federal 
assistance. 
This point, 
however, has not been reached nor 
is it observable on the horizon. 
Unless and until such a crisis be 
reached, the m atter should be left 
to the states to handle in their own 
way . 
The federal government has 
enough on its hands 
already 
to 
keep itself busy for quite a while 
at an eventual cost to the public 
which none now can estimate.

A Hereditary Disease 


I am confident tha t this girl Is not 
afflicted w ith this disease. 
1 say this 
w ithout hesitancy because hemophilia 
rarely occurs in females. 
It Is a 
hereditary disease tran sm itte d by the 
female, but found only in the male 
offspring. 
A d a ug hte r may inherit the te n ­ 
dency but show no sign of the dis­ 
ease. 
She is not a bleeder, but 
If 
she m arries and lias a male child he 
is likely to be afflicted w ith hemo* 
philiu. 
He is a bleeder. 
U n fo rtu­ 
nately . once the disease is im planted 
in a fam ily it will continue being 
handed dow n until that family be ­ 
comes extinct. 
T he victim of this 
disease 
is 
susceptible 
to 
bleeding, 
even to severe hemorrheffce. 
One a t ­ 
tack m ay prove fatal. 
The bleeding 
m ay begin 
with 
a 
lmple blow or injury , such as a 
scratch, a fall or a push. 
T he dis­ 
ease m ay be present for m an y y ears 
and accidentally be discovered by the 
bleeding afte r a slight abrasion, cut, 
extraction of a tooth, or the removal 
of tonsils. 
In these cases the bleed­ 
ing is sudden, unexpected and severe 


Coagulation Test 


W hen the tendency Is unsuspected 
and the subject has a m inor o pe ra ­ 
tion such as the rem oval of tonsils 
and adenoids, the sufferer m ay bleed 
to death. 
W ithin recent y ears this 
danger has been minimized by the 
routine use of a special exam ination 
called the “bleeding and eoagulution 
time te s t”. 
This is used in suspected 
cases of hemophilia a n J on all chil­ 
dren adm itted to a hospital for o p­ 
eration. 
The cause of hemophilia has never 
been 
discovered.

world in an effort to solve this prob­ 
lem.

The newspaper industry affords 
a splendid training school for the business 
men of tomorrow—an occupation in which 
health, character and the ambitions of 
youth are developed to the fullest extent. 
The influence of their work may be seen in 
this remark by an active social worker: 

Your plan has succeeded in doing for 
these boys in a very short time more than 
we have been able to attain through legis- 
lation over a period of years." 
Preserve for the boy who delivers your 
daily paper the right to be engaged in a 
task that is developing in him those attri- 
butes of high character that are necessary 
to his future success.

The victim of this 


disease ia susceptible to bleeding, 
even to severe hemorrhage.

-Imple blow or injury, such us n 
scratch, a fall or a push. The dis- 
ease may be present for many years 
and accidentally be discovered by the 
bleeding after a slight abrasion, c\ti. 
extraction of a tooth, or the removal 
of tonsils. In these cases the bleed- 
ing is sudden, unexpected and severe. 


Coagulation Test 


When the tendency Is unsuspected 


and the subject has a minor opera- 
tion such as the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids, the sufferer may bleed 
to death. 
Within recent years this 


danger has been minimized by the 
routine use of a special examination 
called the "bleeding and coagulation 
time test". This Is used In auspect.ed 
cases of hemophilia anJ on all chil- 
dren admitted to a hospital for op- 
eration.
